The Binis of the politician in these days are two in number. 

First, he is desirous of ndvanring himself as much aa possible 
at the expense of the taxpayers. 

Second, he wants to keep on the front pages, and the bigger the 
hpadlincs, the better. 

P. T. Bainum, with all hi.i showmanship, was a veritable ama- 
teur compared to the current crop of "homo politicians." 

Within a few months, the Governor of Massachusetts posed for 
what Al Smith a long time ago termed a "baloney picture." It 
showed James Michael Curley running a steam shovel. 

Previous to that, one "of his secretariat reported the "discovery" 
of a dictograph in the Curley man-se in a manner that Indicated 
deep-dyed villainous doings were afoot by political enemies of the 
Governor.

Doer Island Prison 

Criticism of Massachusetts' prisons 
Is usually directed against Charles- 
town as being the largest, the most 
outmoded and the one to which the 
most dangerous criminals are as- 
signed. One result is the consequent 
neglect of Boston's other penal in- 
stitution, the Suffolk County House 
of Correction, on Deer Island, which, 
though smaller than Charlestown, is 
almost in the same classification be- 
cause of its lack of facilities and 
adequate protection against escape. 
I Within the last six weeks the Deer 
Island Prison has been the .scene of 
two attempts to escape. Tlie at- 
tempts at escape were both made by 
the same young men. 

During the last try they dragged 
a guard into their cell and beat him. 
It is true that the guard was acting 
against the strictest rules of the 
pri.son in opening the door of a cell 
when unaccompanied by anojher 
guard, yet it Is symbolic of the lax- 
ity which has so often been charged 
against the administration of Deer 
Island. 

Temptation to E.scape 

The island's proximity to the Wln- 
throp shore lends itself readily to 
attempts at escape. At low tide it Is 
possible to wade across Shirley Out. 
According to MaJ. George F. H. Mul- 
c;ihy, and contrary to newspaper 
reports and popular opinjon, esca}5es 
are not made acro.ss the Gut, but 
some hundred yards nearer the open 
sen, where a short swim Is necessary. 

Heavy storms of the past few years 
have cau.sed the gradual silting In 
of the short stretch of .sea scparat- 
uig the island from the mainland. A 
short time ago a truck which had 
l->ccn .st-ized by two inmates within 
the prison yard wa.s driven right 
acro.ss the Gut at low tide. 

The last desperate attempt a( 
escape came three weeks ago. whirl- 
'p.sulted in the two men participat- 
ing in it being charged with ar 
attempt at murder. The attempt 
sliow; how the compasition of the 
))rison population has changed in 
tlie last few years, due to the over- 
crowding of Charlestown and the 
closii'.s of thf* Fitchburg prison. 
"Wnter Home" 

In former year.s the Island waa 
con:>idcred by many unfortunates 
without a home and a means of 
support as a "good winter home." 
Now, however, more hardened crimi- 
nals are being sent there, with the 
result that, although there has been 
v,'ithin the last six months a reor- 
ganisation of the prison, more rigid 
observance of the regulation is 



It i.s stated by an official con- 
nected with the 'island that during j 
■.he inspection period at the prison, a 
large quantity of improvised anns Is 
always found on the prisoners. The 
weapons are Rpncrally knives stolen 
from the mes.s tables and sharpened 
till they are like razors. 

Facilities Inadequate ^ 

In the Lewis J. Parkhursl report j 
Issued last winter, attention was 
called to the fact that "crime has 
definitely increa.scd in New England 
during the pa.st two years, and that 
the prison facilities of Massachusetts 
are Inadequate either to protect the 
public against breaks or to afford 
means of rehabilitation for the 
inmates." it was further charged 
that criminals do not fear Mas- 
sachusetts prisons. As long ago as 
1926 former Mayor Malcolm E. 
Nichols asserted that something 
would be done to rectify conditions 
exi.stlnt; on Deer Island, witliout, 
however, much result. 

Not Overcrowded 

Deed Isiand'.s problem diflTers from 
that of the state pri.son at Charles- 
town in that it is not overcrowded. 
The latest coimt showed 771 pris- 
oners, while the jail is capable of 
holding close to 1000. Tlie trouble is 
that a prison de.signed primarily for 
the detention of such minor law- 
breakers as drunkards and traffic 
offenders Is now obliged to count 
nearly 50 per cent of its occupant.s 
among those convicted for the more 
serious crimes, such as assault, 
hou.sebreaking and robbery. 

Prison officials frankly admit that 
little can be dene until the whole 
problem of Massachusetts j^enal in- 
stitutions Is cleared up and Deer 
Island is once again reserved for 
minor offenders. J, G. H.

This purpose is negatived to a 
laree extent when there is a conflict 
in the April primary between rival 
groups of delefrates favorinjf differ- 
ent candidates. In 1934, there wa.s 
,only a minimum of electioneering 
before the spring primary. Next 
.vear the situation will be different. 
A well-defined contest over the gov- 
ernorship nomination has already 
developed in the Republican party, 
and, if Mr Curley does not change 
his mind and ^jrain seek the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, a 
similar contest is possible on the 
Democratic side. 

If delegates are chosen with ref- 
erence to one contest — say, that, for 
givernor, or, as might happen in 
some years, that for Uiiited States 
senator — how are candidates for 
other offices to receive consideration? 
Will there by more "teaming up" of 
candidates, as some would like to see 
• Mr Lodge and Mr Haigis form a 
I team? If this were done, how would 
delegates be chrsen by the voter 
who desired Mr Lodge for the Sen- 
ate and Mr Saltonstall for gov- 
ernor? Or if Mr Lodge .*ihould run 
as an avowed partisan of Mr Haigis, 
would not not force into the sena- 
torial contest some other candidate 
rt'ho would be considered an ally of 
Mr Saltonstall? 

The preprimary convention can 
function logically only if it is an 
unpledged and unbiased body. Cin- j 
didates show real respect for it j 
only if they ab.stain from seeking ' 
delegate.s favorable to themselves. 
All candidates have a chance to act 
for them.selves in the state primary 
IP the fall.

Rotch, who is state administrator 
for the WPA, declared that he has 
no money or projects to take car* 
of more workers. 

There are now about 168,000 per- 
sons in Massachusetts on welfare 
or soldiers' relief, he said, and 
without additional projects and 
money he cannot absorb them all. 
The governor charged the federal 
government with delaying co-opera- 
tion with the state to such an ex- 
tent that immediate and drastic ac- 
tion was necessary. 
PLANS SIDEWALKS 

In addition, the Chief Executive 
tossed into the mayors lap the re- 
sponsibili'y of findin" work for 
Boston's unemployed "ho are un- 
able to get on WPA payrolls. 

The state project will be con- 
ducted by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and will be paid for out- 
right by the Commonwealth, with 
no help from Washington 

According to Curley, the work 
will consist of construction of side- 
walks along the highways outsid* 
of Boston, and will be financed 
with the remaining $3,600,000 of the 
$4,000,000 bond issue approved by 
the Legislature. 

I Such action, Curley said, was 
'necessary because Rotch has in- 
formed him that 120,000 men on re- 
lief rolls who worked under the 
ERA have been absorbed by the 
WPA and there is no further room 
for non-relief workers. 
WHAT CURLEY SAYS 

Curley said it was "unfortunate" 
that there were no sidewalks to be 
constructed in Boston and that no 
hijrhway beautification was nece»- 
sary. 

Because of this, he said, the 
sta.e's money would go to cities 
and towns outside Boston where 
non-relief roll employables are out 
of work. 

In case the federal authorities do 
decide to co-operate with the state, 
an undetermined sum was ordered 
set aside to take care of such a 
contingency, Curley said.

SUBSmUTEOATH 
AIMOFCOLLEGES 

Educators to Talk Over 
Uniform Reservations! 



The administrative heads of Har- 
vard, Tufts and other Massachusetts 
colleges plan to confer later this 
week in an effort to agree on a sin- 
gle form of subscription to the teach. 
er's oath with reservations which will 
satisfy the law and the objections 
of teachers who have t.;:en oaths 
with reservations, especially teachers 
of theology, it was learned by the 
Globe last night. 

This was indicated by developments 
yesterday in the teacher's oath con- 
troversy and by statements of persons 
close to the administrative heads of 
the colleges. It was established also 
that last Saturday the presidents of 
three of the colleges had met to dis- 
cuss the problem of an alternative 
form of teacher's oath for professors 
oi theology, who form the majority of 
professors whose oaths have been re- 
turned as unsatisfactry by Commis- 
■ioner of Education Payson Smith. 

It is understood that, having agreed 
on a uniform wording of an alterna- 
tive form of oath, the administrators 
of the colleges will attempt to induce 
the state officials to accept the form. 

Trustees Defer Action 

Further support to the report of 
this effort bv the college authorities 
was lent by the news that Prof Kirt- 
ley F. Mather, outstanding opponent 
of the oath ^aw, has not yet been 
officially informed by Harvard Uni- 
versity of the rejection of his oath 
and, by the action of the Tufts Col- 
lege trustees yesterday afternoon on 
the resignations of Prof Alfred C. 
Lane and Prof Earlo M. Winslow. 

Th. Tufts trustees met in Boston 
yesterday, and, after a long session, 
votec' to postpone action on the two 
resignations and to confirm the ar- 
rangement whereby Profs Lane and 
Winslow will refrain from teaching 
pending clarification of the issues 
with special relation to the taking 
of the oath with reservations. 

Meanwhile, Prof Lane had made it 
known that he would be willing to 
take an oath with certain reservations 
and also stated that Prof Winslow 
would be willing to do likewise. 'He 
drew a distinction between a request 
to sign which came from the trustees 
of his college and an order from a 
state official. 

"It I am requested by Tufts Col- 
lege to sign," said Prof Lane, "the 
matter is placed on a basis different 
fror.i the situation where I am or- 
dered by the Legislature to sign. I 
recognize the right of the college to 
ask for a pledge of loyally, For the 
state to order a pledge in the present 
instance is a different matter." 



Await Results on Plan 

The members of the executive com- ! 
mittee of the Tufts College trustees 
are Arthur Winslow Peirce, chair- 
man; Sumner Robinson, attorney; 
John Albert Cousens, president of 
the college; Ira Rich Kent, editor; 
Guy Monroe Winslow, Harold Ed- 
ward Sweet, Thomas Sawyer Knight, 
Vanpevai; Bush and Dr Payson Smith. 
Commissioner Smitii's position in 
relation to the oath bill is further 
complicated by the action of the 
Tufts trustees in referring the resig- 
nations to the executive board of.

I It is understood that, in the opinion 
: of the college heads, oaths with res- 
; ervations are within the law, and 
! they desire Atty Gen Paul A. Dever 
i so to rule. Atty Gen Dever's original 
I ruling on the matter was that the 
I State Commissioner of Education, if 
i he wished, could reject oaths with 
included reservations. Commissioner 
Smith chose to reject them. 

College action on oaths with reser- 
vations, therefore, would await the 
final result of the efforts of the col- 
lege presidents to induce the state 
officials to accept such oaths. 

Thus far the alumni of the various 
colleges whose professors have op- 
posed the oath have not been con- 
spicuous in the controversy, but it is 
expected that, should the presidents 
decide to lead a fight at the next 
session of the Leglislature for re- 
peal of the law, the aid of the alumni 
will be enlisted. The opponents are 
expected to avail themselves of Atty 
Gen Paul A. Dever's threat to seek 
revocation of the charters of offending 
colleges as a talking point to show 
the truth of their claim that the oath 
bill is an "entering wedge" for politi- 
cal or fascist control of American 
education. 

Should the colleges decide to make 
a determined fight against the oath 
bill, having induced their faculty 
members to comply with it, the con- 
troversy is expected to be intensi- 
fied, for American Legion officials 
here have already announced in 
some sections that they will oppose 
with all their power any effort to 
wipe the law from the statute books. 
While the colleges delayed action 
on the oaths with reservation, Com- 
missioner Smith issued a statement 
yesterday in which he announcer 
that, as far as filing of the oath form 
is concerned. Dec 31 will be soo 
enough. 
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MAYOR DECLARES 
I CiRLEmiLURE 

Tells Him Not to Worry-

We have heard so much of cam- 
paigns of education" that produce no 
effect in reducing nur deadly nation- 
al toll that the subject has become a 
little threadbare. But this committee 
does appear to have the brains and 
the stamina to give the people some- 
thing to think about. Some man or 
men upon it may hit upon a definite 
idea that will strike fire in the pub- 
lic mind, or the very exceptional 
body of men may produce a combined 
report that will convince the motor- 
ing public— which is about the whole 
public nowadays — that something 
ought to be done, and that it is up 
to them to do it. 

We sincerely hope- that the Gov- 
ernor'* committee may turn out to 
be a really constructive and corrective 
influence, and that it will devise a 
plan— as Mr. Curley thinks it may— 
to reduce Massachusetts' highway 
killings by 40 a month. That is quite 
a mark to shoot at. 

Meantime let us keep our law en- 
forcement agencies going it full 
.<pecd. Massachusetts cannot aflford 
to slacken them for an instant, anc 
we do not believe that she will.

"That rendered it necessary," said 
the Governor la.ot night, "that some- 
thing be done for the large number of 
men who are not entitled to WrA 
work, due to the fact that they have 
never been enrolled as recipients of 
public weitaro."

Curley Sees Jobs for 5000 

Governor Curley, amplifying his .state- 
ment of last night, stated today that his 
desire to turnisli employment for men 
not on the welfare rolls, but in exti-eme 
need, was mainly responsible for bis de- 
cision to go ahead am spend $3,600,000 
of the .State's money without waiting 
for further Federal aid. 

The governor stated that more than 
5000 men could he used on highways and 
sidewalks for six weeks and that the 
amount the State would lose witliout a 
Federal aw.ard would be $1,800,000. The 
principal urge, the governor reiterated, 
was to furnish work at once. 

^Referring to the W p A office In Bos- 
ton, the governor declared that the State 
had been prevented from proceeding be- 
cause the office had not gone ahead witli 
its part of the agreement. The agree- 
ment included rough grading and foun- 
dation work for sidewalks. 

The State had receive' reports that on 
certain projects men were available but 
there were no materials; other projects 
awaited tools. All and all, the governor 
stated, it was about the most disorgan- 
ized sidewalk program as it was possible 
lo imagine. 

Governor Curley remarked that at his 
home in Jamaicaway this morning ap- 
■n-oximatelv one hundred men were await- 
ing him, a"ll In search of work. He ad- 
monished them to refrain from disturbing 
him at his home, but to make their appU- 
•ations for work at the building of the 
i'ubUc Works Department.

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Blae INSURANCE RATES NOT 
f LOWERED ( 

: People's Editor: 

Few people are familiar with 
the Important change that has 
been made in the compulsory 
automobile Insurance law in 
1935. Beginning in 1936, the au- 
tomobile owner will have to buy 
an extra policy, called a "guest 
clause policy," to have full pro- 
tection against claims. If this 
extra guest Insurance policy is | 
not purchased by the automobile 
owner he will And himself in- 
volved in numerous suits brought 
by guest riders in case of acci- 
I dents, and he will be obliged to 
hire an attorney to defend him. 
Later on he may have to pay a 
' judgment, and a judgment ob- 
tained under the laws of Massa- 
chusetts can be collected any 
time within twenty years from 
the date execution was issued 
on the judgment. 

The representations made by 
the insurance commissioner to 
the public that compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance rates would be 
j lowered, az a re.sult of putting in 
i the guest clause in the com- 
puisory automobile insurance act j 
are Inaccurate and convey a I 
false impression. Every Massa- 
chusetts automobile owner will 
pay more next year, i.e., 1936, to 
carry full compulsory automobile 
protection than heretofore. 

The fixing of the rates on 
guest clause policies is not with- 
in the control of the insurance 
commissioner, and he has no 
power or authority to determine 
the rate, although he gave the 
impression to the public that he 
was their champion, and that 
the guest clause policy rate 
would be established by him at 
$3.25, and made the statement 
that you did not have to carry 
this protection if you did not 
want to. That was a sugar- 
coated pill. Who will take the 
chance of defending a law suit 
against a guest rider, to save 
$3.25? The minimum cost of a 
guest clause policy in Canada Is 
$5.00 and if the law Is not re- 
pealed, the insurance companies 
will put that rate into effect here 
in Massachusetts. 

One niiHinn cars registered In 
19367 paying $3.25, for a guest 
clause policy, mean $3,250,000 a 
mighty fine purse for the insur- 
ance companies, and a clever 
piece of work by the insurance 
commissioner in behalf of the 
insurance companies; all to the 
detriment of the over-taxed 
automobile owner. 

If the insurance commissioner 
wanted to lower the automobile 



rates in Massachusetts, it ia 
within his province to abolish 
the zones in Massachusetts and 
establish a flat rate premium 
throughout the state. It the peio- 
ple only knew how the powerful 
insurance lobbyists operate and 
how employees write intimidat- 
ing letters to the legislators, 
(dozens of which I have re- 
ceived), that they will be de- 
feated for re-election if they op- 
pose amendments and bills in- 
troduced by the insurance lob- 
byists, or vote for insurance 
measures introduced by legisla- 
tors against the insurance com- 
i panics, they would not be sur- 
prised at the action of the in- 
Isurance commis.siooer in refus- 
ing to abolish the zoning system 
and In increasing the insurance 
rates. 

The previous Insurance com- 
missioner stated that the rates 
in 1933 were adequate, just, rea- 
sonable and nondiscriminatory. 
If the rates in 1933 were ade- 
quate, then the number of acci- 
dents in 1934, over and above the 
accidents in 1933 would not 
justify the commissioner 1 n 
threatening a 14 per cent, in- 
crease foi- 1936, as the deficit 
through the increased number 
of accidents in 1934, over 1933, 
would be only $1.34, for every 
automobile registered in 1936 
than in 1935, then that charge of 
$1.34 would be reduced. 

In view of the statistics that I 
have at hand, I am introducing a 
bill in the Legislature to strike 
out the amendment to the com- 
pulsory automobile insurance 
law enacted in 1935, and give 
back to the people full protection 
policy without any additional 
guest clause policy for the year 
1937.. 

I am also filing another bill to 
have the insurance commissioner 
elected by the people, instead of 
having him appointed by the 
Qflifituor, and a bill striking out 
the zones in Massachusetts and 
having a flat rate premium 
throughout the Commonwealth.

Curley and offered to de- 
fend, free, any sportsman ar- 
rested for shooting a deer. Gov 
Curley later admitted Judge Po- 
land was right in his contention 
that the season could not be 
closed legally, excepting in case 
of drought, excepting by legisla- 
tive act, but declared that the 
jurist owed a duty to the com- 
munity and public ivelfarc. At

G.ARDENS IXVADED 

E-stimatcs of the doer population 
I run from 300 to 400. As the killing 
of about 75 la.st February did not 
!"nkp a noticeable reduction in the 
quaiitity of deer .seen, or in the 
amount of their depredations on 
farm.s and in gardens, the largci 
figure may nqf be unreasonable 

Whatever the population is. it Is 
more than the natural deer food 
supply of the Island will support. So 
much of Nantucket is bare wind- 
swept moor, growing little or nothing 
that deer will eat, that their browsing 
territory is relatively small. The 
sparse pine woods where they shelter

■cantj in feed. The result is that tht 



swamp.s and berry patches which 
alone contain feed are being prog- 
ressively fed out, so that you find 
signs of deer hunting for food in all 
sorts of places, around the ponds 
and beaches, along the s^lt marshes, 
and principally in and about farms 
and gardens. 

It is, of cour.se, understood that 
deer do not graze gra.ss like cows, 
but cat mostly browse, meaning the 
tips and growing sprouts of young 
trees and bushes. 

When, some six or seven years ago 
some adventurous deer discovered 
I that they could safely raid gardens 
; at night, it did not take the rest 
I long to realize the advantage of sUc- 
i culont carrots and cabbages over dry 
j browse. ^ 

The damage they do is very real. 
I I cite only a few cases but ocular 
! proof will be Riven of many more 
' to anyone who will come here. 
Ed Gardner, a farmer and market 
gardener at the west end of the 
j island, has been supporting a herd 
I of 15 or 20 all summer. 
I Fred Maglathlin, of Polpi.s, has 
a very large cranberry bog which 
has been the stamping and bed- 
ding ground of some 25 deer. The 
state awarded him substantia! 
damages, but less than his actual 
loss. 

Bassett Jones, also in the east 
part of the island, has spent much 
money and infinite pains in rais- 
ing and setting out quantities of 
Japanese pines and shrubs. Paren- 
thetically. I .suggest that Nan- 
tucket needs trees more than deer. 
Seme of his seven-year-old pines 
have been broken down and the 
young shoots of his shrubs eaten 
oft as fast as they appear, 

j ALFALFA DESTROYED 

I Leslie Holm of Nobadeen farm 
I spent $300 in money and much labor 
' to lime and .seed down a field of al- 
falfa. He got a good catch, but a 
, herd of deer came nights and wholly 
, destro.ved the field. 
i Small gardens in town suffer also. 
i~ Last fall two were rooting up Edgar 
Wilkess garden in' Orange street, 
opposite ihe island home. I try to 
raise some vegetables and left a 
bushel of parsnips in the ground, but 
deer came during the last January 
thaw, and I didnt save a single 
parsnip. This fall it was a race to 
see if they or I would get the carrots. 
They are cunning enough to come 
on dark nights and no scarecrow de- 
vice works after a few days. 
; There is no remedy e.vcept to re- 
duce the deer population to some- 
thing like equilibrium with their 
natural resources. I don't pretend to 
I say what this would mean in num- 
: bers. but it would be vastly less. 
I Prom present information It appears 
I that perhaps 60 deer were killed last 
I week. Next summer there will be 
more deer than e\er, for there are 
more does than bucks and after their 
I first faun, three-quarters of the does 
jhave twins. Dr. Leach, the veter- 
innrinn whn examined many of the 
I does killed last February, tells me 
that 80 per cent, of them carried 
twms. The i.sland farmers are thus 
faced with something like the case of 
the unfortunate express agent in the 
story, "Pigs Is Pigs." 

No practical way to reduce deer 
here has been suggested except to 
kill them. One who has experi- 
ence with wild deer knows that it 
isn t practical or possible to corral 
and catclithein alive. « would

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GOV. CURLEY ORDERS WORK 
I ON SIDEWAIK S STARTED 

Impatient With WPA Administrator Rotch 

Because of Delay in Opening Up Projects 

—May Lose Federal Funds 



BOSTON, Dec. 10 (/P)— A wordy 
war was raging in Massachusetts 
tonight over state and federal worli 
relief programs. 

To Governor James M. Curlcy's 
peremptory order to State Public 
Works Commissioner William F. 
Callahan to proceed at once with a 
$3,600,000 program of highway side- 
walk construction, Arthur G. Rotch, 
state works progress administrator. 
retorted: 

"If the governor wishes to place 
2,700 men at work immediately or 
sidewalk projects, that is all righi 
with me. 

"If the state starts such proi'-^cts 
of course, no federal fund will be 
forthcoming." 

The original program called for a 
federal contribution of $1,300,000 but 
Curley last night declared he was 
tired of waiting for federal cooper- 
ation and felt the necessity of put- 
ting to work immediately large 
numbers of men who could not 
hope to classify under the federal 
program because they were not re- 
cipients of relief. 

He declared the stale would do 
it alone, financially, and estimated 
he could have 2,700 men at work 
within a week. 

Enlarging upon the state's griev- 
ances today, the governor s3id: 

"Wc tendered Mr. Rotch our en- 
tire engineering service to speed up 
the work and he informed us that 
ho had sufticient engineering forces 
without our assistance. 

"I have had daily i-eports that on 
certain projects there are men but 
no materials, on others there are 
men and materials but no tools and 
on still others there arc tools but 
neither men nor materials. 

"It's about as disorganized a side- 
walk program as is possible to Qnd 
anywhere." 

While Curley and Rotch were 
payiiig their ifsnects to each oth- 
er. Mayor Frederick \V. Hansf.cid 
of Boston did a lottle talking about 
the governor's "work and wages" 
program. 

Taking cognizance of the gover- 
nor's recently declared ambition to 
go to the United States senate, 
Mansfield bluntly declared: 

"Now that the people are clamor- 
ing that he make good, he is run- 
ning out on them." 



The governor earlier had s.ild 
that close to 100 would-be wo -kcrs 
had descended on his home early 
today looking for jobs.

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TO STOP AN ABUSE 

< The Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts 
went the full distance in its order forbidding judges 
special and associate justices, clerks and ass.stan 
clerks of all our district courts to practice as lawyers 
on the criminal side of any court In the state. 

This sweeping order is designed to put a stop to 
a recognized evil. If Judge Doe of one district court 
appears as counsel In a criminal case In Judge Roe s 
session of another district court suspicion can arise 
that the client of Judge Doe has undue advantage. 

Governor Curley had urged the Leglslatt^ire to make 
a start towltXc^rrectlng this abuse by forbidding dis- 
trict court officers to practice in their own courts, but 
the Legislature rejected his plea. Now the Supreme 
Court has made the ban complete by forbidding tlie 
judges and clerks to act as criminal counsel m any 
court.

Resents Plan to Freeze Out 
Boston from State Side- 
walk Projects 



Governor Curloy today received a 
double-barreled retort to his statement 
that ho would proceed at once to put 
2700 men to work on sidewalks without 
reference to W P A participation in the 
program. 

Mayor Mansfield made an indignant re- 
sponse to that part of the governor's an- 
rouncement which left the matter of Bos- 
ton's unemployed In the mayor's lap. The 
chief executive's newest plan entails con- 
struction work outside of this city, there 
beintr, he said, no sidewalks to be con- 
Btruoted in Boston. 

The other retort to the governor came 
from Arthur O. Rotch, State WPA ad- 
ministrator, who pointed out that if the 
State Btarts any .such independent aide- 
walk work, no Federal funds will be 
forthcoming. The governor admitted 
that without a Federal award the State 
would lose $1,300,000. 

Mayor Mansfield in his vitriolic response 
to Curley's omission of Boston from the 
works program declared that if "Gover- 
nor Curley had kept his campaign prom- 
ises It would not have been necc-ssary tor 
the mayor of Boston to do anything 
about unemployment." Mayor Mansfield 
today made bitu'r reply to the governor's 
latest plan of lindinK road and sidewalk 
Jobs for COOO men not on welfare rolls and 
who reside in communiticK outside Boston. 

"The governor was going to have every- 
body at work Immediately," the mayor 
added, "but he has failed lamentably on 
his work and wages jirogram, uml I am 
not surprised that he tries to shift tlie 
.responsibility to others bccaUMe he finds 
it impossible to keep his promise to the 
people." 

"He says the job is too much for him 
j and that to hold it much longer would 
kill him. The trouble with him is that 
he made promises which be know he 
could not fulfil and now that the i)Pople 
are clamoring that he make good, ho is 
running out on them and trying to evade 
the burden by running for United Slates 
senator. But it iio is a failure as gov- 
ernor, now cou'd be be any good as 
United States senator? 

"He need not worry about Boston. 
Most of our troubles here are traceable 
directly to him, i wi!! accept my rcspon- 
sil>ility cheerfully and tlie people may be 
assured that I will do as good a job as 
I can under the circumstances — and I 
won't need to have a rub-down fls'e times 
a week either. 

"And the governor should have said 
during his campaign that his promise to 
get everybody off the welfare rolls onto 
tho payrolls did not refer to the unem- 
ployed in Boston. They will probably he 
surprised to know that the governor did, 
not intend to do anything for them and 
, that hla campaign promises were intended 
I to exclude Boston." 



Curley Sees Jobs for 5000 

Governor Curley, amplifying his state- 
ment of last night, stated today that his 
desire to furnish employment for men 
not on the welfare roils, but in extreme 
need, was mainly responsible for his de- 
cision to go ahead am: spend ?3, 600, 000 
of the State's money without waiting 
tor further Federal aid. 

The governor stated that more than 
5000 men could he used on highways and 
sidewalks for six weeks and that the 
amount the State would lose without a 
Federal award would be $1,300,000. The 
principal urge, the governor reiterated, 
was to furnish work at once. 

Referring to the W P A office in Bos- 
ton, the governor declared that the State 
had been prevented from proceeding be- 
cause the office had not gone ahead with 
its part of tho agreement. The agree- 
ment included rough grading and foun- 
dation work for sidewalks. 

The State had received reports that on 
certain projects men were available but 
there were no materials; other projects 
awaited tooLf. All and all, the governor 
stated, it was about the moat disorgan- 
ized sidewalk program as it was possible 
to imagine. 

Oovernor Curley remarked that at his 
home in Jamaicaway this morning al)- 
proximately one hundred men were await- 
Inir him, all in search of work. He ad- 
monished them to refrain from disturl>in;,' 
him at his home, but to wake their appii- 
1 ations for work at the building of the 
Public Wnrka Department, 

Representative Thomas E. Barry of 
East Boston sent a letter tn Governor 
Curley today protesting against the ex- 
clusion -M Boston residents from employ- 
ment oh sidewalk and highway construc- 
tion projects. 

"It is inconceivable," Barry wrote, 
"that a governor ot this Coinmonwealth. 
your excellency, permits himself to foster 
a principle of employment for those out- 
side the limits of tlie city of Boston, and 
no employment tor those who live in the 
city, which you have served as mayor 
tor three terms."

$1,740,000 More for WPA

He has $40,000,000 for 
Wl'A work in Massachusetts and must 
handle it so that all communities get 
their proper share, arid so that 120,000 
people are kept busy until March. Prac- 
tically a full quota of 3 211.000 is working. 
As soon as one job is finished, another 
will bo ready, as far as it may be pos- 
.sible to arrange for continuity of work 
in every community. Future sidewalk 
work or road work will deuend somewhat 
on what the work costs, since Mr. Rotch 
cannot now authorize anything bevond 
$-10,000,000.
